Progress Is being made In an ex- 
periment with endemic typhus lever 
which Is being conducted at the 
George Washington medical school, 
It was reported this week by Dr. 0„ 
B. Hunter, assistant dean. The ex- 
periment, which Is being conducted 
on a pair of guinea pigs, was started' 
last May. 

The endemic type of typhus fever 
Is carried by ticks and other Insects 
and Is the kind most frequently 
found In the United States. 


Dean William Carl Ruediger baa 
been granted a year's leave of ab- 
sence. Af present he Is a visiting 
professor at Cornell University, giv- 
ing several Short courses In educa- 
tion, Tentative plans for the fall 
Include a trip to Europe.

Invita- 
tions ware Issued from President 
Hoover through the Department 
of Interior to the 48 state bu- 
reaus of education to two eighth 
grade graduates. Tuesday 96 chil- 
dren, including the two from the 
District of Columbia, assembled In 
Corcoran Hall for their preliminary 
tests.

"Financial success Is by no means 
the only Indicator of the effectiveness 
of a college education, but It la the 
only common denominator," Dr. Dew-

“This flnan- 
lal success seems not to be dependent 
upon high grades or traits of obedi- 
ence or the fundamental virtues that 
are so often held, up to students.

"The Wharton Survey Indicated 
that, oddly enough, graduates In the 
highest tenth of their classes made an 
average salary of 12,600 a year while 
those who were in the lowest tenth 
were being paid an average of $3,800. 
The figures are more consistent, how- 
eyer, when the classes were divided 
Into thirds. But we found no direct 
positive relation between scholarship 
and salaries among graduates of the 
Wharton School.”

Since It Is out of 
the question to capture people and 
subject them to regulated dotes of 
the various stuffs WJllch nowadays 
are used to add whoopee to parties, 
the rabbits are given doses of the 
liquor poisons, and the effect on 
them Is studied In order to deter- 
mine whgt would be the probable 
corresponding effect on human be- 
ings. ( • 

The diet of the three Belgian rab- 
bits which at present occupy the 
place of houor In the laboratory, 
consists of the ordinary greens usu- 
ally fed rabbits, with the addition 
of samples of liquor and of potsoh- 
ous substances found In bootleg 
liquor. > , 

Special Apparatus 

This paradise for rabbits with a 
weakness for drink Is equipped with 
a special drinking apparatus. When 
the time for the rabbits' drink of 
liquor arrives, rubber tubes are 
placed In tltelr mouths. These tubes 
are swallowed by the rabbits and 
the liquors or the diluted poisons 
separated from alcoholic drinks are 
poured down the tubes Into the rab- 
bits’ stomachs. 

The reaction of the rabbits to 
their naqcbanal diet la decidedly un- 
healthy,! reports Dr. O. B. Hunter, 
assistant dean of the medical school. 
The experiments hare been conduct- 
ed for the past two years and gen- 
erally It has been found thaf the 
liquor poisons either kill the rab- 
bits or cause serious physical de- 
generation. When the rabbits have

Many .Students Eliminated By 
Scholarship, Inaptitude

A bronze scholarship plaque was 
presented to George Washington Uni- 
versity by the Alpha Pi Chapter of 
Alpha Chi Sigma, professional chem- 
istry fraternity, at the recent class 
night exercises. The plaque now hangs 
on the wall of Corcoran Hall, to the 
left of the main entrance. 

On the tablet is to be placed, eaoh 
year, the name of the graduate major* 
lng in chemistry who has attained the 
highest average in chemistry subjects 
during his college course. The first 
name to be engraved upon the tablet 
is Hugh K. Clark, of the class of 193L 

The plaque itself is a pentagon of 
bronze measuring 29% by 20 inches, 
with beveled edges. The inscription, 
“The Outstanding Member of the Grad- 
uating Class MAJORING IN CHEM- 
ISTRY,” Is followed by places for 
twenty-five names. At the bottom is 
the name of the fraternity, with the 
year in which the tablet was erected, 
1931. This bronze plate is mounted 
upon a hexagonal shield of wood. 

The tablet was designed and exe- 
cuted by members of the fraternity. 
The project of such a scholarship 
shield had been discussed for two 
years before it achieved definite form. 


Closing of the spring training 
marked the completion of a success- 
ful year for the Varsity footballers.

Aid In Work Conducted By 
Office of Education 


University Has Important Part 
In Training Representatives 
Of Government Abroad 


Certain students and faculty mem- ' 
hers of George Washington Unlver- A 
sity bare important parts In the 
national survey of secondary educa- 
tion belpg conducted by the United 
States Office of Education under the 
immediate direction of Professor 


George Washington University long 
has had an important part in train- 
ing the men who represent our Gov- 
ernment abroad. For many years 
numbers of George Washington men 
have held high posts In the diplomatic 
mnd consular service of the United 
States . , 

Many of\these foreign service offi- 
cers are graduates of the George 
Washington University School of 
Jurisprudence and Diplomacy, which 
existed between the years of 1898 
and 1910, and which was discontinued 
in the latter year because of lack 
of <funds. From 1910 until 1928 train- 
ing for Foreign Service was offered 
at George Washington under the de- 
partments of instruction of , the arts 
college. 

In 1919 a School of Foreign Serv- 
ice was established by a slater in* 
stitution and ,now offers a successful 
course. 

In September, 1928, The George 
Washington University School of 
Government was endowed by the Su- 
preme Council, Scottish Rite Masons 
of \ the Southern Jurisdiction, and 
Foreign Service training; was re- 
established as a separate branch of 
the School of Government. The Na- 
tional League of Masonic Clubs has 
pledged Itself to endow two chairs 
of Foreign Service in the University 
and at the present time Is paying 
the salaries of two members of the 
Foreign Service, faculty. 

The Value to the country of the 
work offered through these endow- 
ments can not b® overestimated.

Great Majority Employed by Gov-

Manifestly the world depression If 
a thing of more than passing Intermit. 
It has had Its effect on nearly every 
phase of human endeavor for the past 
two years, ranging from those workers 
who smash to pulp the Jute stalks on 
the broad fields of India, to those who 
anxiously eye the ticker tape In stock 
brokers' ofiloe* from New York to 
Frisco. . t , 
But has the depression affected edu- 
cation In the United States In general, 
and education at G. W. In particular? 
To the . first question, the answer is 
yes; to the latter, no. Now we have 
the answers, but still ,we ask why la It, 
In the large majority of the colleges 
and universities of our country, the 
student body has dwindled consider- 
ably daring the past year, due to un- 
told fortunes lost In speculation and 
a tremendous reduction of Incomes. In 
these schools the students are, as a 
role, maintained by their parents, who 
depend upon their Independent earn- 
ing capacity and tmslnees enterprise. 
So It la natural that when hard times 
coma, these are the first to feel the 
effect, and consequently a lessening of 
student enrollment Is apparent In all 
such frequented colleges and univer- 
sities. / 

No Decrease Herb 
But this la not true at G. W. The 
number ot students enrolled for the 
regular session of 1929-1930 Is shown 
as 8,300, while the enrollment tor (he 
session of 1980-1981 was 8,89*. Tbs 
1980 summer session welcomed 1,889 
students within Its portals, while 
the 1931 summer ' session shows a 
list of about 2,000.

not very Important to either graduates 
or their employers. 

English Ranks Mrs* 

Graduate opinions as to tbs univer- 
sity courses most valuable to students 
preparing for commercial or business 
professions Indicated that English 
ranked at the top of the scale with a 
92 per cent rating. It was emphasized 
that thla meant the writing and speak- 
ing of plain, Near, simple English. 
The 1,700 grad notes questioned gave 
the study of foreign languages a rating 
of >4 per oent; Business studies were 
also ranked new the bottom of the 
scale. 

"The all-round undergraduate, with 
balanced universal Interests In student 
activit)** will probably be most suc- 
cessful la business. Men who partici- 
pated In athletics and other activities 
in college received the highest aver- 
age salary. Those who were active In 
athletics alone got a lower average sal- 
ary than students taking pert In no 
activities.” 

Dr. Dewhurst closed his talk by 
presenting fire determining factors of 
success In business. Them, he em- 
phasized, were not of his own creation, 
but a consensus of beliefs of business 
leaders who had been Interviewed and 
of successful graduates of business 
and commercial schools The five fac- 
tors are: 

1. Posses s ion of physical and nerv- 
ous energy, endurance and stamina — 
which are usually Inherited. 

2. Judgment, both native and ac- 
quired. 

8. Imagination, which was char- 
acterlsed as the "capacity to think up 
dam fool Ideas," or the motive power 
to create new Ideas / 

4. Courage in /making decisions 
about unknown mittlers and in taking 
chances. Neither courage nor Im- 
agination Is worth anything, however, 
unless It la accompanied by good judg- 
ment. ' . 

6. Technical knowledge, which Is ac- 
quired usually on the Job and not 
through text books

Will Include Facilities W»r Study, 
Examination of Material 

The glaas conservatory Under con- 
struction between buildings H and I 
la expected by the botany department 
to be ready for use by September. The 
structure Itself Is already completed, 
and the fixtures. Including heating 
equipment, watering devices, and 
benches for thp plant specimens!, are 
to be Installed as soon as possible. 

Beside the usual apparatus for a 
conservatory, there are to be facili- 
ties for study and examination of the 
plant material. Dr. Robert Griggs, 
head of the botany department, 
stressed the fact that the new building 
Is to he a laboratory, rather than a 
greenhouse. 

The conservaitory Is conveniently 
situated, with entrances Into both ths 
adjoining buildings, the botany lab- 
oratory and the soolofcy laboratory, 
and also Into .the basement at Its Mar. 
This basement may at some future 
time be used for raising plants which 
require Ijttle sunlight. Although the 
Conservatory can receive direct sun- 
shine only from the top sad one Side, 
the other sldee being shaded by the 
adjacent buildings, the white paint 
on the walls Is expected to produce s 
diffuse light. Possibly If the labora- 
tory becomes crowded, tiers of shelves 
will be placed on both walla, since tbs 
light Is Indirect and no shading will 
result. The problem will not he 
where to obtain specimens, but haw 
to avoid overcrowding.
